ficiaries. Thedesignation may be included on the origi
nal deed that passes the property interest to the owner or
owners or may be made at a later time by the sole owner
or all then surviving owners by executing and recording
anotherdeed that designates ®D beneficiary A TOD
beneficiarydesignation isot efective unless the deed
onwhich the designation is made is recorded.

(3) The designation of adD beneficiary on a deed
does noaffect ownership of the property until the own
er'sdeath. The designation may d¢enceled or changed
atany time by thesole owner or all then surviving own
ers, without the consent of the beneficjdny executing
and recording anothedeed that designates afdient
beneficiaryor nobeneficiary The recording of a deed
that designates a @D beneficiaryor no beneficiary
revokesany designation made in a previously recorded
deedrelating to the same property interest.

(4) Onthe death of the sole owner or the last to die
of multiple owners, ownership of the interest in tbal
property passes, subject to any lien or other encum
